DENATURED ALCOHOL 


AND THE FARMERS 


By John Corrigan. 

Washington, March 10.—(Special.)—Dr.

| general use of denatured alcohol among 
the farmers in the United States will 
not result at once, that it is sure to 
grow in favor and be of immense prac- 
tical value in doing various kinds of 
work. 

The spirited discusston over the won- 
derful benefits w@aich denatured alcohol 
Was to bring to the farmer has proba- 
bly created a good deal of popular 
misapprehension in regard to this new 
factor, which it is claimed is going to 
revolutionize life on the farm. The ex- 
cited praise of its supporters declared 
that it could be made to do anything, 
from operating the churn and heating 
the curling. irons for the farmers wife 
to running a hay mower and driving 
the cotton gin. This has led the people 
generally to expect something marvellous 
of this mysterious quantity 

some Wrong Impressions. 

The farmers have been taught by some 
of the wise ones -who display inside 
knowledge on ‘oun from politics 
to astronomy, that now all any farmer 
will have to do is to send out His hired 
man to gather up the old boot heels and 
corn cobs and potato skins and water- 
melon rinds and possibly a couple of 
iron shoes that the mule Maud had 
flung off and proceed to make denatured 
alcohol, 

When‘asked by the guileless Constitu- 
tion correspondent if all this was possi- 
ble, Commissioner Yerkes was sadly 
forced to admit that it wasn’t true. 

Then another set of farmers who have 
a near Knowledge of the mysteries of 
distillation, gathered in a _ variety of 
ways, think they can take the farm 
products that contain starch and sugar, 
the principal factors in making alco- 
hol, and leave these to soak over night 
and then go out before breakfast and 
mix some benzine with the contents of 
the wash pot, and the product of this 
beautifully simple treatment will be de- 
natured alcohol. 

Commissioner Yerkes, 
your correspondent, eager for the facts, 
if this was true, said no; He then in- 
dulged in a little discussion of the hid- 
den mysteries of liquor distillation. He| 
showed that where the ordinary farmer 
could secure two gallons or two and a 
half of alcohol from a bushel of grain, 
that the expert in the knowledge of 
distillation and the action of yeast, could 
get a gallon and a quarter and over more 
alcohol out of the samesebushel of grain. 
Of course the expert draws as much as 
$12,000 a year for his knowledge, as much 
as a cabinet officer of the United States, 
but not every farmer is going to be a 
cabinet officer or an expert distiller, 

The first session of the fifty-ninth con- 
gress passed the ‘denatured alcohol” 
bill, which provides for the withdrawal 
from bond, tax free, of alcohol after it 
has , been “denatured’’ or rendered un-

Alcohol Just the Same. 

A writer in The Progressive Farmer 
gives this very simple definition of the 
mysterious liquid: 

“Denatured alcohol is just ordinary 
ethyl alcohol, the same that is in corn 
“licker,”’ with some kind ‘of stuff put 
into it, not to take the booze out of it, 
but to take away its tempting taste and 
that no mortal man, unless he 
be a confirmed toper, say an Indian who 
will drink red ink for the small amount 
of alcohol there is in it, will drink it.

DENA TURED ALCOHOL 
AND THE FARMERS 


By John Corrigan. 

Washington, March 10.—(Special.)—Dr. 
H. W. Wiley, chief chemist of the de- 
partment of agriculture, and John W. 
Yerkes, commissioner of internal rev- 
enue, unit& in»the belief that while the 
general use of denatured alcohol among 
the farmers in the United States will 
not result at once, that it is sure to 
grow in favor and be of immense prac- 
tical value in doing various kinds of 
farm work. 

The spirited discusston over the won- 
derful benefits w@mich denatured alcohol 
Was to bring to the farmer has proba- 
bly created a good deal of - popular 
misapprehension in regard to this new 
factor, which it is claimed is going to 
revolutionize life on the farm. The ex- 
cited praise of its supporters declared 
that it could be made to do anything, 
from operating the churn and heating 
the curling. irons for the farmers wife 
to running a hay mower and driving 
the cotton gin. This has led the people 
generally to expect something marvellous 
mysterious quantity 

Some Wrong Impressions. 

The farmers have been taught by some 
of the wise ones who display inside 
knowledge on all subjeets from politics 
to astronomy, that now all any farmer 
will have to do is to send out His hired 
man to gather up the old boot heels and 
corn cobs and potato skins and water- 
melon rinds and possibly a couple of 
iron shoes that the mule Maud had 
flung off and proceed to make denatured 
alcohol, 

When asked by the guileless Constitu- 
tion correspondent if all this was possi- 
ble, Commissioner Yerkes was sadly 
forced to admit that it wasn't true. 

Then another set of farmers who have 
a near Knowledge of the mysteries of 
distillation, gathered in a _ variety of 
ways, think they can take the farm 
Products that contain starch and sugar, 
the principal factors in making alco- 
hol, and leave these to soak over night 
and then go out before breakfast and 
mix some benzine with the contents of 
the wash pot, and the product of this 
beautifully simple treatment will be de- 
natured alcohol. 

Commissioner Yerkes, when asked 
your correspondent, eager 
if this was true, said no. He then in- 
dulged in a little discussion of the hid- 
den mysteries of liquor distillation. He/| 
showed that where the ordinary farmer 
could secure two gallons or two and a 
half of alcohol from a bushel of grain, 
that the expert in the knowledge of 
distillation and the action of yeast, could 
get a gallon and a quarter and over more 
alcohol out of the sameebushel of grain, 
Of course the expert draws as much as 
$12,000 a year for his knowledge, as much 
as a cabinet officer of the United States, 
but not every farmer is going to be a 
cabinet officer or an expert distiller, 

The first session of the fifty-ninth con- 
gress passed the ‘denatured alcoho]’”’ 
bill, which provides for the withdrawal 
from bond, tax free, of alcohol after it 
has , been “denatured’’ or rendered un- 
fit for as a beverage or in medi- 
cines.

“The Poet Bleckley.” 


An address by this title was de- 
livered by Hoag. John W. Akin be- 
fore the Georgia Bar Association in 
1895. Printed tm our annual report, 
um extra thousand of pamphiect 
copies; was soon exhausted by the 
demand from public lMbraries, col- 
leges, public and literary men, ete. 
Judge Bleckley’s death, and the ex- 
cerpt from this address printed in 
Thursday’s CONSTITUTION under 
the head of “JUDGE AKIN’S TRIB- 
UTE TO THE POET BLECKLEY,” 
have stimulated a public demand 
for something more of the poetic 
side of the great lawyer and judge. 
Therefore THE CONSTITUTION 
produces below extracts from “The 
Poet Bleckley,” regretting that it is 
impracticable to print all Judge 
Bleckley’s poems. 

Judge Bleckley was on the su- 
preme bench when Judge Akin was 
admitted to the bar. Despite their 
difference in years, Judge Akin was 
a great admirer and devoted friend 
of Judge Bleckley. The latter’s es- 
timate of Judge Akin is interesting 
because Judge Akin is the only re- 
Viewer and collector of the Bleck- 
ley poems. 

“He is one of those rare men,” 
said Judge Bleckley in his address 
to the bar meeting in Rome, Ga., “a 
level-headed ' enthusiast—a poet en- 
gaged in practical business and 
earrying it on with an energy of 
burning love, but always with the 
skill and discretion of common 
aense on ice. He is an earnest and 
ardent admirer of the profession of 
law, both in its theory and its 
practice. He believes thoroughly in 
its wide usefulness, its stirring in- 
tegrity, its exalted honor and spot- 
less purity —EDITOR.) 


By John W. ‘Akin. 

A son of the mountains, catching in 
early youth an inspiration from their blue 
heights which probably only those feel 
who live within their shadow—an inspi- 
ration of the ideal and the beautifu! 
which makes one think the unspeakable 
and turn to poetry in the hopeless effort 
to tell what he feels: marrying the law 
and devoting ‘himself to this chosen 
Spouse through a long and active life, 
until, when the shadows are lengthening 
fast, he voluntarily divorces himself 
from this mistress of his youth; delight- 
ing by ‘his comradeship the practitioners 
who met him in the forum; ennobling 
| the ermine of the highest judicial chair 
in this proud commonwealth of noblemen, 
until, tired with the ceaseless drudgery 
an overworked bench, he voluntarily 
retires to his mountain home, followed 
by the love of all who came within the 
domain of his influence—this is the man 
on the poetic side of whose image we 
Shall look for a moment today—the poet, 
Bleckley. 

A tew of the older members of the bar 
remember General Henry L. -° Benning, 
once a supreme court judge, who, spared 
in battle, died ten years .after the war. 
Among the earliest poems of Judge 
Bleckley was a tribute to Benning, whose 
concluding lines are interesting because 
thig was probaoly the first published es- 
say of his muse:

An address by this title was de- 
livered by Hon. John W. Akin be- 
fore the Georgia Bar Association in 
1895. Printed in our annval report, 
an extra thousand of pamphiet 
copies was soon exhausted by the 
demand from public Ibraries, col- 
leges, public and literary men, ete. 
Judge Bleckley’s death, and the ex- 
cerpt from this address printed in 
Thursday’s CONSTITUTION under 
the head of “JUDGE AKIN’S TRIB- 
LTE TO THE POET BLECKLEY,” 
have stimulated a public demand 
for something more of the poetic 
side of the great lawyer and judge. 
Therefore THE CONSTITUTION 
produces below extracts from “The 
Poet Bleckley,” regretting that it is 
impracticable to print ali Judge 
Bleckley’s poems. 

Judge Bleckley was on the su- 
preme bench when Judge Akin was 
admitted to the bar. Despite their 
difference in years, Judge Akin was 
a great admirer and devoted friend 
of Judge Bleckley. The liatter’s es- 
timate of Judge Akin is interesting 
because Judge Akin is the only re- 
viewer and collector of the Bleck- 
ley poems. 

“He is one of those rare men,”
